SiTKUMw, Tex., Miiv 16.— JtUt a fow 
minutes before 5 o'clock 7Mt«rday aft- 
ernoon s oyoloM, not tzoeedlng two 
blocks in width, but carrying wide- 
qtread dettniction and death in its 
wake, iwept throngh the western half 
of the oit7, tmreling almott directly 
north. The oxtont of tho disaster is as 
jet nnknowu, bat it is as likely that as 
numy m 80 people are dead, and the 
number of persons wounded will reach 
not less than 100. It will be several 
days before the exact number of fatoli- 
tfei can be giren, as many penoni, and 
ospwially children, aro niissinp, and 
many of the injured ore in such ciitical 
ihape that a loore may die.

It is imixi.«sil)le to f;et a correct list of 
all till- niL-siiif^. Nearly eviTy family 
in the district h;i8 some member that 
they can not account for and it it be- 
lieved that most of tlie missing are 
dead. It is very conservative to esti- 
mate that till- list of fatalities will reach 
60, while tlio injured will reach 100. 
Every moment brings new victims, 
many of them horribly mangled. 

At least 50 houses .ore totally wrecked. 
Most of them are small cottages except 
in Fairview and Washinfjton avenues, 
where the handsome residence of L. F. 
Ely, Captain J. C. Stalt«ir, Mrs. Pat 
Mattingly and James Falls also suc- 
cumbed. The loss vrill reach at least 
$160,000, and but little if any of it was 
covered by cyclone insurance. 

The greatest number of fatalities arc 
r^^poried from tiie colored setUemeut 
uljng Post Oak and Lincoln streets, be- 
tween Cherry and Lost streets, where 
several people were killed outright. 

Very few of the persons in the de- 
molished houses are able to tell Just 
how the storm btirst upon them, and 
only in one or two instances were par- 
ties able to get out of its deadly path. 
About the most graphic description 
iven by any of the injured was that of 
' S. Bostwick. who Cud: 
I was at Mr. John Irvine's house 
when I heard the noise of the approach- 
ing storm. Just as I looked out I saw 
Captain Berge's house blown into the 
air and then Mr. Shearer's house. Tlie 
air was lUled with great trees and tim- 
bers and every conceivable kind of art- 
cle. I was facinated, petrified, for it 
was comin(; directly,nix)n us and that it 
could not be lonjf in reaching us. It 
was a black seri)entine cloud, twistinfr, 
writhing in the c enter, but nt the bt)t- 
tom it seemed to be moving steadily. 

"I woke up from my stupor and 
called out to the family who were in 
the house and asked them not to run 
out. I feared that we wouM all Ix" 
struck by flying? timbers. Tiieti caini' 
an awful crash, a sense nf sulVoeatioii 
and when it was over the lieuse was 
f;()ne and myself and my family were 
ncatt<>red aliout the j-ard .and under the 
debris. It w is over in sueli a shori 
time I can net K've you an idea of how 
\oi\H it w;'.s." 

A ^reat many of the wounded are in 
private houses, ncatfered all over the 
city. It is safe to assume that at leixat 
one-fourrh of the number of inJored 
will die in the next 24 hours. 

Another storm of a similar natm-e 
passed about six mileb west fif tlie city 
ut ab(»ut the same hour. Several houses 
were blown down and many persons in- 
jured. Their names can not be ob- 
tained. 

Reports aro that the storm killed 
many persons iu the county west of 
llowo. 

At Carpenter's Bluff, on Bed river, it 
is n>ported that six persons were hurt, 

live stM'iously. 

UeMtructlun Done at Howe. 

HowK, Tex., May 16.— Yesterday's ter- 
rible oydoue struck this town leaving 
death aM ruin in its wake. The path 
of the cyclone at this point was a quar- 
ter of a mile wide. Ten farm hoiues 
and as many barns were wrecked. 
Eight persons were killed outright and 
many injured. Bark was ripped from 
trues and much stock wa s killed.

iNDlAMAroLls, Ukjt 18.— The supreme 
court has reversed the decision of the 
supenor court in the legislative appor- 
tionment act. 

Justice McCabe, in concluding the 
ruling opinion, says: "Our conclusion 
is that the act of 1886 is the only law 
that has not been repealed or adjudged 
unconstitutional under which an elec- 
tion of members to the legislntnie can 
be held in November, 18!)ti; that the ap- 
pellee has no ritiht to invoke the powers 
of the ( ouris to declare it unconstiiu- 
tiniud; tliat, tlierefore, the complainant 
did not stat(t facts sutth ieiit to consri- 
tute a cause of action, and that the su- 
jierior court erreil in overruling the mo- 
tion thereto. The judgment is reversed 
with instructions to sustain th* dsmm-- 
rt,r (o the coniiilaint." 

There is a dissent iiit,' opinion by Judge 
Monks and a separate concurring opin- 
ion by Judge .Ionian, whi> holds that 
the judgment should be reversed and 
the lower court diri'cted to sustain the 
deiiunri'r to the complaint for want of 
equity. 

The effect of the decision is to declare 
vacant the seats of the Ui>publican hold- 
over senators. It also makes invalid in 
one sense the acts of the late legislature. 
Courts have held, however, that as such 
a legislature is accepted at the time of 
its existence as the representative of the

DRAWBACKS TO TRADtf. 

rresMential Conteit and the tToMrtalntjr 
of Um Ttold of Crops. 

New York, May 16.— R. O. Dun & 

Company's weekly review of trade says: 

It is now the middle of May, too late 
for business to change materially until 
the prospects of coming crops are as- 
sured, and definite shape has been given 
to the presidential contest by the con- 
ventions. Until the future is more rlear 
there is a prudent disinclination to jno- 
duce much beyond orders, or to order 
beyond immediate ami certain needs. 
If" this waiting spirit jirevails two 
months longer it will crowd into the 
last half of tlie year an enormous busi- 
ness, if the outlook then is good. For 
the la-esi^nt there is less business on tli 
whole than a year ago, though in some 
branches ^lore. and the delay following 
months ol ch-pressioii is to many trying, 
and caust^s numerous failures. 

An attempt was made to manufac- 
ture excitement in cotton out of the 
government teport, but the lu ice closed 
exactly as it began the \s > ek. and the 
port receipts have been aetually laigi'r 
than last year. All current argunieius 
based on the assumption that the tiuan- 
tity used in manufoctui-o has been or is 
now at a maximain rate are disaitprove l 
by the closing of " many mills for want 
of demand, uud the general effort to re- 
duce wages, which has caused some 
strikes. 

Wheat is unchanged in spite of all 
rumors, and the Atlantic exports, flour 
included, which were lost year greater 
than western receipts, for two wi-eks 
8,U5»,484 bushels, against 2,'.>ll,-Mo re 
ceived, have this year been only half as 
hirge; 1.096,414 bushels exported, against 
4,()70,889 western receipts. 

The most fortuoatoof the chief in 
dustries at present is the boot and shoe 
manufacture, which is not only ship- 
ping to customers within 6 per cent of 
the largest number of oases .ever for 
wiu-ded in the first half of May, but is 
getting many new orders, and there are 
many argent requests to anticipate or- 
ders for June and July delivery, indi- 
cating that distribution to consumers 
has much outrun expectations. 

The iron and steel industry, on the 
other hand, is pronounce<l as dull as it 
ever has been in its whole history at 
I'lttsbuig, in jiart because of doubt 
alxuit the niainteiiaiu'e of jirices recent- 
ly advanced, and the demand is se 
small that m spite of such advano . 
prices average per cent lower for tin 
wei k. lJessi;>iier jiig being no higle - 
than It was three months ago at ti.i 
while Xo. 1 autiira<'ite is also lower,

Ci.KVKi,.\xT>, May 16.— Interest in th* 
M. I'j. coiiferi'iH'eye-tei ilay was centered 
in the election of bi.^ho|is. Central 
armory was filled with spei tators. I'.ish- 
op Fitzgerald presided and the devo- 
tional services were oouduotod by the 
Iter. J. M. Shnmpert of Mississippi, a 
colored minister. Promptly at 9 o'clock 
Dr. Swimlell arose and moved that thr" 
order of the day, election of bi-hop^;, Im- 
taken up. Bishop Foss oll'eii il a most 
fervent prayer for Divine guidance aud 
freedom from any unworthy motive. 

Tlu^ floor was cleared of all except 
deh gates and a ballot for bishop was 
taken. Two-thirds of all the votes oast 
were necessary to election. 

While the various ballots were being 
counted the regular business was taken 
up. A resolution by Dr. Ackerman 
against any delegate leaving before f'O 
end of the conference was tabled amid 
ajiplause. 

Dr. J. N. Fradenburgh of Erie con- 
ference presented a resolution which re- 
cites the fact that as doubt exists re- 
gariling the constitutionality of the re- 
strictuiiis of pojnilar amusements, the 
committee on judiciary should bo re- 
([uested to present a report on that 
l)oint. The resolution was adopted. 

Ki'V. Dr. William Wimlells of Penn- 
svlvania iiitroduied a resolution asking 
the United States goviTiimeiit to refuses 
permits to sell liquors in any building 
ow ned or controlled bythe government.

Memorial services were held, Dishon 
Bowman, the senior bishop, was asked 
to (ireside.

There was a lively debate liordering 
on the aeriiuoidous at tlu" nn eimg of 
the committee on state of the i Imreh in 
the afternoon. A report upon .socio- 
logical work, writtt'ii by Kev. Dr. Wil- 
liam A. C^uayl of .St. Louis, was im-- 
sented, to bt^ the voic e of the church on 
the subject. It Wiis long and a wnio 
departure from the usual formal report. 
It called forth some decided criticism 
and was defended by Mr. C^uayl. Aft- 
er a hing discussion it was returned to 
the subcommittee for n vision. The 
committee took up the suggestion that 
the term of probation be shortened, but 
(he eoiumitteu decided in favor of re- 
taining the present term of six luoiiths. 
A subcommittee was instructed to pre- 
pare a ritual form to be ust^d in the ad- 
mission of probations to full church 
membership. 

The committw on itinerary consid- 
ered another measure calculated ,to 
lessen the authority of the bisliops. It 
was that the consent of the cabinet of 
presiding elders be held before a bishop 
can transfer a minister from one confer- 
ence to another. The committee de- 
clined to recommend the change.

Troable now came in the latter part 
of the fourth century A. D. , caused by 
tho return of the re^aibir lionian anuy, 
which wont biiek to Rome to defend the 
imperial rity fmm flie (Jot lis who 
sought to "stable their stock in the pal- 
ace of the Oaesan,'* as tlM hiitorian so 
tersely pats it 

In 418 A. Oi the Roman forces came 
tip to Lnn Ion fbr the summer and re- 
pelled the ScOM and Picts, but soon re- 
turned to Home, leaving the j)rovineial 
people of London with disdain. Many 
of the Roman officers while in Britain 
had their clothes made in Rome, and 
Kxne eren had their linen retomcd 
•reiy 80 days and washed in tho Tiber. 

In 446 A. D. the Britons were ex- 
tremely uidiaiipy. "Tlie barbarians 
throw us into tlie sea, antl the sea re- 
turns us to the barbarians, ' ' they ejacu- 
lated in their petition to the oonqaering 
Romans. Bat the latter woe too bosy 
fighting the Hons to send troops, and 
in desperation the Britons formed an

A rOLDINQ SCRIIN. 

Dlraetloa* For Maliine Oiin Ht rinme In 
Half m Day mt Small Expense. 

A writer in The Decorator and Fur- 
nisher gives the aMaranoe that with one 
morning's work any one can manof ac- 

ture a light and datable folding screen 
at a very small cost. Here are tho diree- 
tioiis given: Have inadi' by a earji'Miter 
a frame of any desired height and widtli. 
Three panels, each panel 02 by 22 inch- 
es, moke a desirable siie for a bedroom 
screen, and four panels 6 feet high and 
2 feet wide a good size for hall or din- 
ing room. Tho i)anels are to bo joined 
together with hinges and finished off 
neatly at tho top, and, if desired, rollers 
can bo added to the bottom. The rest of 
the work can be easily done at home. 
Get some tmbleaohed mnslin, free from 

knots — tho numbor of yards can bo easily 
calculated — and soak over night in hot 
water to shrink it. Allow it to Ixt'ome 
nearly dry, and then nail it with small 
tacks over each panel, palling it very 
tight so as to form M imooth a snrface 
as possible. When this is done, get about 
6 cents' worth of common white sizing; 
cut up and melt in an eartlienware jar 
witli a very littln water. Wlien It.d, 
brush over the entir(> surface of thoiloth 
tiiiuly and evenly with a paint bnisli — 
the larger the better, as it shoold be 
done qai<^l7 while the lising la hot 
As soon d^7 it is nady for the paper 
to go on. 

If the screen i.s for a bedroom and not 
very large, select a cheerful, bright pat- 
tern of paper — a small design of ram- 
bling flowers or Tinea woald be best^ 
the colors in harmony with the rest of 
the room, while, if intended for a din- 
ing room or hall, any paper that would 
suit the wall.s of the.so would suit a 
screciL To paper it fold tho screen flat 
and lay on a largo table. Cut the pajx-r 
the length required, and spread over 
smoothly with flour pasta Get some 
one to take tho other end, so as to hold 
the i)aper by each comer, turn over and 
lay evenly and smoothly on tho panel. 
Press on with a cloiui cloth, and trim 
off to fit the panel exactly. Oorer each 
panel on both sides in tiie aame way. 
Be sure to select paper with border- 
ing, as it gives a much handsomer fin- 
ish to the screen than without

Neshoba county, Sfn., an inventor un- 
known to fame, is endeavoring to inter- 
est eapital in a scheme he has perfected 
for the running of vehicles that ha 
claims will revolutionize the world, 
says tho Boston Traveller. He will make 
it possible, he sajs, for anybody to have 
a wagon tliatwlil ran without horses at 
pr:vctically no expense beyond wear and 
tear. "In brief, " ho explains, "my in- 
vention works this ynjt I wiU take an 
ordinary locomotive, for instaneo, tear 
all the works out of it and place new 
wheels on it These wheels are an in* 
vention of my own, and are made ac- 
cording to a plan I hare perfected after 
Hev( ral jvars of study. The scen t of 
the construction lies iu the tizcs, which 
are made of wood and steeL I have in- 
vented a m:4juet of riiro power and hint- 
ing. In front of each of tho wheels I 
place one of these magnets at an angle 
known only to myself. The magnets 
will bo arranged in sliding groov%s, 
connected with levers mider the control 
of tlio driver. When tho vehiclo is 
standing still, they are kept far enough 
away from the wheels to lose the eilect. 
When it is desired to start, all that i.s 
necessary is fbr the driver to pall one 
of the levers, tho magnet gets close 
enough to tho wheel to get tho enrn iit 
to work, the steel portions of tin tin 
are drawn toward tne magnet, and the 
wheel goes aronnd. The speed can be 
regulated by tho distanc(> the magnet is 
held from the wheel by tli(> lever. If a 
load is K'ing pulli il or if it is intendid 
to go fa«ter thou ouo magnet can draw, 
it is au ea^y matter to put one or more 
of tlio other magnets in operation.

That BeeaUed the Bloody Battta of 
Sloaa Biver— The Monty 
Qaeatlon. 

Judge Wall returned from Tennessee 
Thursday. He was in Nashville for 
awhile, and reports the free silveritea as 
very aggressive, though he found a strong 
undercurrent amongst the business men 
in favor of sound money, lie says that 
at Nashville, Murfreesboro, TuUahoma 
and Winchester, the men in active busi- 
ness, requiring a sound and staiile cur- 
rency, were opposed to the idea of free 
and unlimited coinage, whilst the poll- 
ticians and uien of small means and men 
out of work favored free silver; the 
ruling idea being that free ailver meant 
))lenty of money, plenty ot work and 
general prosperity. 

It waa Judge Wall's first visit to the 
above points since the winter and spring 
of 1862-3, but he recognized many of tlie 
places where he had encamped with Gen 
eral John II. Morgan's command, and es 
ptcially the points of interest about Mur- 
freesboro or stone River, at which battle 
he was attached to Burns' Battery of Lou 
isville, and witnessed the slaughter of 
Breckinridge's command and the wonnd* 
ing of Genwal Hanson. 

The earthworks are still visible, and 
all points of that memorable battle are 
easily located by them. Burns' Battery 
I waa located between the famons Cobbs' 

Battery and the Washington Artillery of 
New Orleans, and the charge of the U,5U0 
Kentnckians, under the command of 
(Jeneral John C. Breckinridge, was made 
in front of these batteries, and '2,100 were 
killed and wounded in thirty minntes. 

A National cemetery is located there 
in which 1j,U0U of the Nation's dead are 
buried.

The bicycle is, by its very inherent 
nature, a teetotaller. It is great on 
curves but is no good in rye-tangles. 
Mext to having sound lungs, a bicycle 
must have a clear brain and an easy con- 
science. But the bicycle is an advocate 
of temperance, not because it cannot 
drink, but because the whole atmosphere 
of its surroundings tend to make it 
desire temperance. The bicycle is the 
very embodiment of healthful .exercise, 
pure country air, happy llelds, whisper- 
ing forests, shady lanes, smiling sanshine 
and all the gracious sij^'lits and Fcents 
aud sountl of glen aud glade. Would 
any one forego these to loiter about in 
the distressed atmosphere of a dram 
shop, or trade the joy of them for a be- 
fuddled brain? The sermon which the 
fields and flowers, the brooks and the 
birds, the sea and the shore and the sky 
preach, get into the blood. Their medi- 
cine is the very best when properly taken 
—on a bicycl*.

It is remarkable how far wrong snmo 
of our time honored traditions and idea" 
aieabown to be under the investigations 
conducted by these soientiatsi For in 
stance, housekeepers who have bem for 
years ])ridlng thcm.seh'es upon the snow 
white bread they baked were at first dis- 
mayed to le:im that white bread is all a 
mistake, being not only deficient in iin 
portaut food elements, but being also 
positively detrimental to the health. 
Fortunately, however, tho dismay of the 
housekeepers has been turned to joy by 
the discovery of a jirocess of making 
whole wheat flour, by which all tho 
gluten of the wheat— one of tho most im- 
portant of food dementa— is retained. 
Whole wheat flower must not be con- 
fused with graham flour, which contains 
the husks or bran of the wheat that 
cause irritation of the digestive organ.s. 
Tho whole wheat flour is free from the 
bran, but it is claimed not a particle ol' 
the gluten is lost It makesa bread of a 
rich, golden brown color, delicious to 
the taste, of easy digestion and of great 
nutritive valu(\ Of course phy.sicians 
audciHtking s<'liools reconnnend and urge 
the use of whole wlieat flour, with the 
result that its use has spread rapidly, 
and soon every one will have ceased to 
regard the making of fine, snow white 
bread a special accomplishment 

This is only one of tho many revf)lu 
tions s<'ience is making in tlie kitcheiL 
The wise woman is the one who adapts 
herself to new conditions and learns the 
economy of scientiflo living. 

Frnlt Shortcake. 

Yon con quickly make a shortcake as 
follows: Sift a pint of flour, a heaping 
teaspoonful of baking powder and a 

pinch of salt together two times ; add 
enough sweet milk to make a batter 
somewhat stiffer than for cake and a 
tablespoonful of melted (not hot) but 
ter. 13(at thoroughly, spread about 
tliree-foorths of an inch thick in a but 
tered round pie tin and bake IS minutes 
in a quick oven. If itrawbetriea are nsed 
and they lu'e largo, mash them lightly 
with a wooden spoon and sprinkle with 
sugar an hour before they an* needed 

When the shortcake is baked, cut 
around the edges and pull it apart 
Spread both halves with butter, cutting 
it in little bits and dropping it on, but 
not pressing it with a knife. Spread the 
bottom one with berries, lay the other 
ov< r it, iiut a layer of berries on top, 
and (jver all sweetened whipped cream 
Send to the table inunediately and out 
with a hot knifa Red raspberries, 1 
part currants and S parts red raspber- 
ries, cherries, whortleberries, slic(d 
peaches or \\arm stewid tart apples 
may bo Riibstitutwl for strawbeiries, and 
plain sweetened cream, or any 
preferred, instead of whipped cream.

The instant that the carbon atoms bo- 
ciimo really bunied, eaten np by the 
uxygi II (-f combustion, they are invisi- 
ble. In burning !J pomuls of carbon, 
the heated state of which gives us flame, 
the lire work is done by 8 ponnds 
of oxygen. Tho oxygen wo do not see. 
The carbon we only see just before it is 
burned.

Profos.srrPfit7.er in The Journal of the 
Austrian Pharmaceutical society >,'ives 
the fcjllowin^ metluxl for preserving 
flowers so that they retain their nat- 
ural color and shape. We qnote an 
abstract from The National Druggist : 
"Mul.stcn 1,000 parts of fine white 
sand tiiat li:is lieen previoasly well 
washed and tlioron;,'ldy dried and sifted 
with a soluti(;n coiisistiiif; of three parts 
of steoriu, 0 parts of purafllu, i parts of 
salicylic acid and 100 parts of alcohol. 
W< ric the sand np thoroughly, so that 
every grain of it is impregnated with 
the mi.xture, and then s])rt ad it out and 
lit it bicnuie jx rfectly dry. To use, 
place the llowers in a suitable li ix, the 
ijottom of which has U'on covered with 
a portion of the prepared sand, and 
then dust the latter over them until all 
tho IntojRtices have been completely 
lilled with it. Vhxi' tlio box li^'hlly, 
and put in a j)lace\vhere it can be main- 
tained at u tei:ii)< raturo of from .'30 to 
40 degro'AS (J. for two or three days. 
At the expiration of this time remove 
the box and let the sand escape. The 
flowers can then bo put into snitable re- 
ceplacles or ghis.s cases without fear of 
deti rioratioii. Flowers that bavolxfonie 
wilti'd should have their color freshened 
up by dipping into a suitable aniline so- 
lution. " 

In putting' away winter clothing, 
whether it bt^ in the form of personal 
apparel or household furnishings, such 
Its heavy curtains or bedding, it is nec- 
essary for one to exercise the utmost 
care in order to guard against great loss 
from the ravaf,'es ( f motlis. No trouble, 
no matti'r )im\v lab .rious, should be 
spared, there being much at staki> and 
tiio consequences being quite too serious 
to be trifled with in the very least. 
Heavy curtains, which are need only in 
the winter time as a iirotection, and all 
superfluous Ixnlding, such as blankets 
and ([uilts, should be exposed to tlii> sun 
and air for a few hours, the curtains I>e- 
iiig well beaten and freed from all dust 
au<l tho blankets caref ally washed. Then 
they should be neatly folded, wrapped 
in large cotton sheets and laid away in 
the linen iiiess or storeroom, upon sub- 
st.intial sl]( lv(-s, which are clean and 
dry, accompanied by a goodly supply of 
camphor. — ( iond Housekeeping.

Perhaps it is proper I should 
fxjihiin to Vdu tliat w(» have in tho 
United .States the greati st railway sy.';- 
tems in the world We have b3- far the 
fiuist equipments for traveling. ' I then 
described onr itystom of sleeping and 
parlor cars, onr through trains, our din- 
i?it,' cars, the accununiidations whieli all 
iiMV rnads furnish, even fur the elieapcst 
si rt cf travelers. Hy tliis tim- the gen- 
tlemen bigau to ( jK ii their eyes in as- 
tonishment. They seemed so eager to 
learn moro about our railroads that I 
launched into some figures. 'Take your 
own cuiintn-. ■ said I t'l the giMitlem.-in 
will) Lad liist s|)iikcn, and who was 
friiiii .S\\ it/.( rlaiid. 'Vim liavc no more 
than C.ooo miles of road in your bor- 
der*. Take the greatest countries of Eu- 
rope—Great Britain, France and Ger- 
many— and rone of them has more than 
80,000 mile'< (,f railway, wliile tho 
United States has 1 ?;i,o(;o miles. ' This 
wa.s a stuiuu r. My frii nd.s could scarce- 
ly believe tlu ir i ars or my veracity. 
Nothig the look of incredulity upon 
their faces, I begged them to step into 
the library nnd select some standard 
fitati'^tic:.! wi rk likely to cnntain tho 
infernial n il. 'I'lu'y did .so, and i f course 
discovi rid that I was right. Inti Uigcnt

Postal Oltrka and Appropriations. 
Tho postal clerks of the country aro 
the poorest paid and hardest worked of 
any employees in the pnblio larvice. 
Nor are they now paid in acoordanoa 
with any fixed rule. Tho law simply 
provides the minimum rates and the 
maximum rat(>8, and sahiries which the 
men receive depend in veiy large mejus- 
ure upon tho cuprice of individual post- 
masters. An attempt to remedy this 
state of affairs was made by the passage 
of tho so called classification act of 
1^80, but it made no uiat( rir.l change 
in the jin vailing system. But Cougrcss- 
maii S|>i rry's bill will remedy all this 

it pai>.ses. 

It proposes to classify and pay the 
clerks according to the work they actu- 
ally perform. In this bill the dosig- 

nations are defined, the duties are deter- 
mined and tlie salaries arefixid. Tlio 
bill makes nolargit increases in salaries, 
and its principal advantage to tho postal 
employees will be in that it will make 
their srjaries certain and uniform. 

It will operate, however, to increase 
flio pay of a largo immber of postal 
clerks who, under the present system.

UNEXPECTED SUMMONS. 

Sudden Death of Rear Adinlr*! Thomaa II. 
MmM, V. a. X., BetiMd. 

WASHiiroTOir.May 16.— Rear Admiral 
Thomas H. Stevens. U. S. N., retired, 

died nnoxi)ectodly at the residence of 
his son-in-law, Robert Bradley, in 
liockville, Md., yestt rday. Ho was a 
son of Captain Thomas Holdup Stevens, 
one of the heroes of the battle of Lake 
Erie, and had a brilliant war record. 

He was born in Middletown, Conn., 
1)1 181!), was appointed midshiim.an in 
iMtti and in 181'.J served as aid to Presi- 
dent Tyler. 

In the civil war ho commanded the 
leading vessel in tho combined attack of 
land and naval forces on Fort Clinch, 
ciimmaniied tlie exiioditifJli up tilo .St 
James rivi r und ou the steamer Mara- 
tunza led the lirst expedition to Cum 
berland to ojien tlio James. He also 
commanded tlui Monitor and Patop.sco 
and with that ironclad performed gal- 
lant services in tho engagements with 
the forts in Charleston harbor. Ho hail 
I severe engagement with tho butteries 
on Sullivan's island in 1803, and led a 
boat attiu-k ou Fort Sumter. 

Ho afterward commanded the Oneida 
of tlie Western Gulf blockading squad- 
ron, but was temporarily transferred to 
tho U'onclad Winnebago for the opera- 
tions before Alobile in 1804 and was 
again conspicuous fur the masterly 
manner in which he hamUed his vessel 
and his dazzling personal daring. He 
was made a captain in July, 1866; a 
commodore in November, 1872, and 
was commissioned a rear admiral Oct. 
97, 1870. In this capacity he command- 
ed the Padflc fleet. He was retired 
May 27, 1881. 

Admiral Stevens leaves three sons, 
one of them Lieutenant Stoveus, of tho 
navy, and a daughter.
